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The Headmasters Report 


Our school continues to grow in number although we are fast approaching the 
maximum enrolment that a school of this type can handle with our present workshop 
facilities. We started this year with 550 pupils; this number has dropped to 526 this 
term but will rise again to 560 at the beginning of 1970. I visualise the maximum as 
approximately 575, of which 500 would be following fast or slow stream courses 
oo to G.C.E. ‘O” level and the remaining 75 in our Sixth Forms (‘M’ and ‘A’ 
evels). 
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It is pleasing to be able to report further progress made on our new buildings. 
The senior machine-shop is almost complete and ready for the transfer of machinery, 
from the present workshop, once the public examinations have been completed. 
Work will proceed, then, on the alterations necessary to existing buildings to allow 
for the transfer, also, of the junior workshop and the provision of classrooms in 
place of the old workshops. 

Our Ist Cricket team are to be congratulated most heartily on their outstanding 
record over the past year. Their performance cannot be bettered as they have won 
all 14 school matches they played during the year. There have been a number of 
excellent individual performances, details of which can be found in the Cricket Notes, 
but worthy of special mention are Gary Ristow, the Captain and Vincent Hogg, 
opening bowler. These two players were selected for the 1968/69 Rhodesian Nuffield 
team and thus became the first players ever to represent our school at the Nuffield 
Cricket Week. They have done more than enough to warrant selection again this 
year and there are a number of other players in the side who must be considered by 
the selectors as well. 

Our Ist XV enjoyed a very good season, too, playing a brand of rugby of which 
we can be proud. We look to our junior groups to uphold the high standards that 
have been set, recently, by these teams and others, in all the sports in which we 
participate at inter-school level. 

-Our numerous clubs continue to flourish and benefit the school in many ways. 
The Woodwork display at the Annual Agricultural Show, each year, produces a great 
deal of favourable comment and we will soon be able to add another twelve stands 
to our seating capacity as a result of work being done presently, in our Engineering 
and Woodwork Clubs. 

Many of you will know that a Working Party has been formed to study Techni- 
cal Education in Rhodesia. The findings of this party will almost certainly affect this 
school and our counterpart in Bulawayo, but it is too soon to know what suggestions 
will be made by the Party to improve on our present system. 

Our 1968 examination results showed a general improvement, particularly in 
the C.O.P. and ‘O’ level groups and many subjects can boast of a pass rate either 
approaching or in excess of 90%. 

In conclusion I would like to thank the Staff, the P.T.A. Committee and the 
School Council for their continued support.

Mr. Coburn, returning from leave, was 
available to fill one of the gaps and we were pleased to welcome the following new 
members of staff:— Mrs. D. Fisher (English), Mrs. B. Griffiths (Mathematics), Mrs. 
D. Jenkin (Geography), Mrs. M. de Bene (History), Miss I. R. Learmont (English), 
Mr. C. Hills (Geography and History), Mr. J. Matthews (Science), Mr. N. Schafer 
(Mathematics) and two P.C.E. students, Mr. W. Bentley and Mr. I. Reed (French). 
Four more students joined us during the term; Miss Laing and Miss Lambert from 
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U.C-R. and Miss le Roith and Miss Bray from the Teachers’ College in Bulawayo. 

At the beginning of the third term Mrs. Tozer’s return from leave allowed Mrs. 
McConnell to proceed on leave and Mrs. Knox, Mr. Learmont and Mr. Stewart 
returned to their previous time-tables to replace Miss Learmont, Mr. Bentley, Mr. 
Reed and Mrs. de Bene. Mr. Wright was able to take a shortened leave period from 
Ist November until the beginning of the first term, next year. 

At the end of this year we will have to bid farewell to Mrs. Jenkin, Mr. 
Schafer, Mr. Jones, Mr. MacArthur. Mr. MacArthur will be retiring after 18 years 
of loyal service at this school and it is particularly distressing to have to report that 
he is at present lying injured in hospital after a recent, severe fall. We can only 
wish him a full and speedy recovery from his many injuries and assure him that 
he, his wife and family are constantly in our thoughts.

The guests of honour were Engineer A. D. Harris, the current President of the 
Rhodesian Institute of Engineers and Mrs. Harris who presented the prizes.

He paid tribute to 
Mr. McArthur, who having completed eighteen years of service to Allan Wilson, 
is leaving at the end of this year. 

He spoke too of the school’s academic and sporting achievements emphasising 
that the good name of the school lay in the hands of each and every pupil. 

Engineer A. D. Harris spoke of the attractions and importance of engineering 
as a career and paid particular attention to the qualifications required in this field. 
He thanked the school for inviting him to attend. on which Mr. Collier called upon 
Mrs. Harris to present the prizes. 

At the end of the prize-giving the Headboy, Mike Blake, presented Mrs. Harris 
with a bouquet, and led the school with three cheers for the guets of honour.

Science Club 


The organiser of this activity was on leave during the first term, so this 
report omits that term. 

The wall display now numbers over 1,050 panels, covering every aspect of 
Science. The Science Library has over 550 varied: items. The Museum has not grown 
much — only 332 specimens this year, and the Geological collection only 131. 

As arrangements are usually completed before the end of the term preceding 
the period during which they will be in operation, we had some last minute alterations 
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to make during the second term. We substituted such films as we could get for one 
meeting, and some of these were not very successful—e.g. a long and learned 
lecture alternating with spells at the blackboard. Again, while there is a huge variety 
of things to be seen round and close to Salisbury, we were obliged to make some 
hasty arrangements for a visit to the Museum, without the benefit of Museum guides 
owing to illness among the staff. 

Interesting visits to industry were made to Mardon’s Stationers, Craster’s 
Engineering Works, Stewart and Lloyd’s, and Helvey Knitwear. Associated with 
industry, were visits to the Hydraulics Laboratory of the Ministry of Water 
Development, and the Government Metallurgical Laboratory.

Middleton of the U.C.R. gave us a talk on extra-sensory and allied psychological 
phenomena.

ALLAN WILSON WIN ALL INTER-SCHOOL GAMES IN 1969 


Allan Wilson’s Ist XI completed an outstanding season when on Sunday, 
26th October, they won their final game against Prince Edward, to win all 14 
inter-school matches played in the first and third terms of 1969. though they 
lost narrowly to a Gwelo XI and a strong Stragglers XI. 


A great deal of the team’s ability to win each game has been a very good 
bowling attack spearheaded by V. Hogg, who had an outstanding season with the 
remarkable figures of 82 wickets for 518 with an average of 6.3. He was ably 
supported by A. Sims with 39 for 337 (average 8.6), G. Slade 36 for 421 (average 
11.6) and G. Ristow 27 for 196 (average 7.3). The team’s fielding was good and a 
number of games were won as a result of some excellent catches being held. 


The batting was at times shaky and much of the responsibility in this depart-

During the first term we met Umtali on our oval, and as usual, at this time 
of year, the wicket was wet. Ristow won the toss, decided to bat, and by lunch 
time we were 231 all out, with Ristow and Sims pulling the bowling apart to reach 
109 and 42 not out respectively. By this time, clouds were beginning to form and 
we realised that we had little time. Slade and Hogg opened the bowling and Umtali 
were immediately in trouble on the wet pitch. They were all out for 36 with the 
rain falling as we were leaving the field. 

Our last match of the first term was against Mount Pleasant, and as far as 
fielding was concerned, this was our worst to date. Mount Pleasant were allowed 
to reach 127 with only Ristow bowling effectively. Once again the clouds came, 
and with Cameron opening the bowling against us, we were not too confident, 
especially when we lost 2 quick wickets. Ristow was joined by Blake and these 
two batted their way along, through rain, and bombardment from Cameron to a 
score of 131 for 2. It proved to be a good victory for us, but Mount Pleasant had 
a few fielding lapses, dropping no catches, but letting many fours get through. 

Our second clash with Churchill was a strange but fortunate one. Churchill’s

to 161. making us winners by 9 wickets, with Ristow finishing with 112 not out. 

We travelled to Bulawayo to play matches against Milton and Hamilton over 
the long week-end. The Milton game will always stand out as one where exception- 
ally good catches were taken and the match was narrowly won. Ristow won the 
toss and elected to bat on a very wet pitch. We were all out for 116 with only 
Ristow and Blake giving any resistance whatsoever, scoring 38 and 37 respectively. 
Milton went in and by afternoon tea were 90 for 5. As can be imagined, we were 
somewhat unhappy, but soon after tea Slade took a very good catch to dismiss 
the Milton skipper, and Sims took a magnificent catch to remove Milton’s last 
man, leaving them with a score of 100. 

Our game against Prince Edward is one which I believe will be remembered 
by very many people, and not only by the players. Once again we batted on a very 
wet pitch, so wet that the start was delayed by 14 hours. We were never really 
settled in our innings, which produced 137 runs, with Kalkhoven scoring 38 and 
Ristow 35, as the Prince Edward spin bowlers were soon on top and in fact 
claimed 9 of our wickets. The P.E. batsmen found the going even more difficult. 
and our opening bowlers were soon on top, with Hogg bowling exceptionally well. 
Once again a few brilliant catches were taken, those standing out being the catch 
held by R. Blake, off Slade, to dismiss the P.E. skipper, Rawlings, and the one 
held by Ristow, off Hogg, to dismiss Hay. Prince Edward were all out for 59, with 
Hogg finishing the day with 7 wickets for 25 runs. 

This win was of special significance, because it was the first time that we had 
ever beaten Prince Edward at first XI cricket.

This has indeed been a great year for Allan Wilson cricket and this team has 
done a tremendous amount to give incentive to the younger cricketers of the school. 
The side has achieved something of a record, not only in this school, but probably 
in Rhodesian schools’ cricket, by winning all 14 inter-schools games played this 
year. The players are to be congratulated on their dedication to the task at hand as 
their achievements have not come easily and much hard work has been necessary 
to maintain these constant performances. It is in the sphere of fielding that the 
greatest progress has been made, and whereas last year several games were lost 
because of dropped catches, this year many outstanding catches have brought about 
victory that would not have otherwise been possible. It is hoped that the junior 
cricketers take heed of this lesson and do not neglect this phase of their game. 

Another factor contributing to this success has been the remarkable team spirit 
that has existed at all times, thanks largely to the example set by Gary Ristow and 
Mike Blake and to Ristow’s leadership and the obvious respect the team held for him. 

The susceptible and brittle batting of the middle order batsmen has, however, 
been the cause of considerable concern and on several occasions the bowlers were 
hard pressed to save a game due to the failure of our batsmen to score sufficient runs. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the team for their support and for the many 
hours of most entertaining cricket with which they have provided the spectators. My 
thanks also to Caldwell and Dunlop, the official scorers and to Truman for his 
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contribution in operating the scoreboard. 

G. Ristow (Captain): An outstanding all rounder. Has had a very good season 
with both bat and ball. He has scored 900 runs for a batting average of 56.2, showing 
his ability to adapt himself to the varying conditions and circumstances. He played 
some very restrained and cautions innings and at other times completely tore the 
bowling attack apart. His score of 112 not out against Churchill was scored in only 
80 minutes. Gary has been a very useful seam bowler taking 27 wickets for an 
average of 7.5, while his fielding has remained in the brilliant class. 

He has proved to be a respected and talented captain with a flair for unexpected 
but correct decisions, and he has successfully injected enthusiasm into the players 
under his command. 

M. Blake (Vice-Captain): A keen and dedicated cricketer who has not achieved 
the batting success that his talents reveal, but has had some good innings, probably 
his most notable being a determined knock against Mount Pleasant with opening 
bowler Cameron in full rampage. He has been a consistently good fielder throughout 
the year. Selected for Mashonaland trials. 

V. Hogg: A really promising and attacking opening bowler. Vincent gained valuable 
experience in the Nuffield Week in January and he has bowled with more purpose 
and confidence this year. He had considerable success on the slow wet pitches of the 
Ist term in spite of frequently having to bowl off a shortened run due to a recurring 
knee injury and had the distinction of taking 5O wickets in the 8 games played in this 
term. 

He crowned an outstanding year with a devastating attacking spell of bowling 
in the last game of the season to bundle out a strong Prince Edward batting line-up, 
to finish with 82 wickets at an average of 6.3 for the year. 

R. Blake: A left arm spin bowler who unfortunately has seldom been required to 
bowl. Has shown promise this year as a fielder. 

B. Davies: A regular member of the team. who has batted stollidly on occasion 
to help the team out of trouble, and a good slip fielder. 

B. Kalkhoven: This was not a good year for Barry as he was not able to find any 
batting form until the last couple of games when he played some valuable innings 
when the side was struggling for runs. 

A very good fielder close to the bat who has taken some excellent catches at 
forward short leg. 

R. Kawalec: A most useful hard-hitting batsman who has played a valuable role 
in scoring quick runs and has regularly been involved in large opening partnerships.

An interesting case in the files of Detective Jones of the Lower Main Road 
Branch in Cape Town, is the one I am about to relate to you.

David had married Nancy, Mr. Gurd’s daughter to secure his hold on something 
he could not afford to lose. 


Wednesday morning had come and apart from a slight headache, David, had 
gone to work ready to carry out his monstrous plan. Everything had gone according 
to plan, except maybe one thing .Mr. Gurd had told David to open the cutting oil 
tap one more turn, and as he was looking over the chuck, David had pushed him. 
The chuck had six jaws protruding from it and was spinning at seven hundred 
revolutions per minute, and Mr. Gurd’s tie had easily been swallowed up. There 
had been a sickening crunch-like snap, David had said later. Mr Gurd’s neck had 
been broken .David had turned round to call for help, there was Jones, the assistant 
electrical engineer, standing right in front of him. He could not have seen anything 
David reassured himself.

Police investigators had proved nothing except that the film tape from the 
four closed circuit television cameras covering the area around David’s lathe had 
gone.

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Psychic Phenomena 


A good definition of psychic phenomena is that they are occurrences which 
are caused by some action of the human mind, and which cannot be explained by 
modern science. Concrete evidence of such phenomena has been scoffed at and 
ridiculed because of the impressions people get from the frauds and stage magicians 
who use trickery with a mystic disguise in order to make money. 

Those who study psychic phenomena are known as parapsychologists. These 
people try to collect information about psychic occurrences, to study this information 
and to find reasons for it. So far, they have managed to collect evidence and informa- 
tion for many incidences of psychic phenomena, but they have found few reasons 
or causes which would explain these incidences logically. 

The ability to see into the future is the most common type of psychic ability, 
and it is known as precognition. Perhaps the most interesting examples of this are 
the predictions of Nostrademus. This man, in the sixteenth century, predicted the 
French Revolution, the first and second world wars and man’s landing on the moon. 
There are many other examples. Before the death of President Kennedy, several 
American astrological magazines, predicted his assassination. It is interesting to note 
that Jung, a famous psychologist, admitted that he often used astrology (or the study 
of the stars), to help him in diagnosing what was wrong with a patient. He also did 
extensive research into extra senory perception, and evolved a philosophy about how 
all humans are in contact with one another through their collective subconscious. 

There are a lot of researchers working on dream analysis — they hold that the 
contents of dreams can predict the future. J. W. Dunne, in his book ‘Experiment 
with Time’, explains how he recorded his dreams and how they turned out to be 
episodes, from his future life. Abraham Lincoln dreamed of his death, and told 
several friends and relatives of his dream, a week before he was assassinated. The 
founder of modern psychology, Sigmund Freud, said that it was very likely that 
dreams included not only events from the past, but events from the future as well. 

There are innumerable examples of extra sensory perception, and many of them 
simply cannot be explained away as trickery or fraud. Doctors Rhine and Pratt, 
Professors at an English University, carried out hundreds of experiments in which 
one person had to guess the value of a card of which another person was thinking. 
Their methods have been certified as foolproof, and their results showed that the 
number of cards guessed did not obey the laws of probability at all, but were far 
higher. 

There are some even more fantastic examples of psychic phenomena. A man 
named Ted Lerios, who is a New York truck driver, has produced images on the 
film of a camera just by looking at the lens and clicking the shutter. He has done this 
several times in front of reliable witnesses. 

These examples of psychic phenomena indicate that an ability exists within our 
minds to transcend the boundaries o ftime and space. At our present stage of 
knowledge, we are incipable of formulating a reason for psychic phenomena of 
which we are certain. However, the frightening fact remains that the human mind is 
in control of a power about which we know nothing.
